It is a ter- 
rible aggrevation to a 25 mile au 
hour man to have to poke along be- 
hind the leisurely car running IT.. 
At the first chance he slips ahead, 
regardless whether the road is wide 
enough or not. 


If at the moment he tries to pass. 


a machine is coming from the op- 
posite direction, conditions favora- 
ble to an accident are created. The 
three machines approach each other 
much faster than anyone thinks. It 
takes a good wide road to hold them 
if they reach one point three abreast. 
It frequently occurs that the speaa- 
ing machine, if it is a heavy car, 
will sidewipe the slower machine It 
was trying to pass. If that happens, 
the peaceable little fellow going on 
his own way inoffensively, is 
ed into the ditch and an accirtcrt 
results. 


These are two of many conditions 


that lead to many wholly 
accidents. They can all be averteu 
when automobile drivers realize the 
responsibility they undertake when 
they propel these 
very 
powerful 


machines 
through the 
streets, in 


which every citizen down to the lit- 
tle child has an equal right.

for the purpose alone of being used 
by the Spaniards against the Amer- 
icans in the Spanish-American war;

United States.

Mr. Willis didn't know that Ger- 


many, who proclaimed "necessity 
knows no law" and tore her treaty 
with Belgium into shreds, violated 
and broke every other law of right 
and war, was trying to dictate the 
international law of the world to 
suit her own case.

President Wilson, thank God! But 
he did to Mr. Willis.

Some of our national transporta- 


tion problems and difficulties can be

The house has passed a similar pro- 
vision, the sen?te appears ready to 
give it approval and the wet inter- 
ests have little to hope for unless it 
be a veto by the president. 
There 


appears to be no good reason to be- 
lieve that a veto will beforthcoming. 


The dry amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution is before the states 
and has already received one-third 
the number of affirmative votes 
necessary to make it effective. Final

is confidently looked 


for. 
Ohio and probably other states 
will vote on state wide prohibition 
at the coming fall elections. 
And 


now congress proposes as a war 
measure to establish upon January 
1 a nation wide dry regime, without 
waiting for the country's action up- 
on constitutional prohibition. 


If the senate amendment to the 


agricultural appropriation bill pass- 
es, as Wednesday's vote indicates it 
will, the manufacture and sale of 
all forms of jntoxocants will be out- 
lawed after the beginning of the 
new year. 


As contemnlated bv the agricul- 
tural committee which reports the 
present senate measure, prohibition 
is primarily an issue of was effici- 
ency. 
"For the purpose of con- 


serving the man power of the nation 
and to increase th» efficiency in the 
production of arms, war munitions, 
food and clothing for the army" a 
dry America is nropo«ed "during the 
continuance of the present war." 


In spite of this specific limitation 


upon th.e dry period contemplated, 
however, it wiil b» doubted whether 
if the present senate amendment is 
passed and America adopts prohibi- 
tion by this method, there will ever 
be a return to Idealized liquor mak- 
ing and selling after the war.

At first we were milling around try- 


Ing to get out from under the hutch 
openings and the shower of spit, but 
some Limey officer sang out, "Brit- 
ishers all! Don't give way 1" and we 
stood still and let them spit their 
damned German lungs out before we 
would move for them, and Some Cor- 
nlshmen began singing their song 
about Trelawney. 
So we made out 


that we did not know such a thing as 
a German ever lived. 


We got better acquainted with Ger- 


man spitting later on, and believe me, 
they are great little spltters, not much 
on distance or accuracy, but quick In 
action and well supplied with ammu- 
nition. Spitting on prisoners Is the 
favorite indoor and outdoor sport for 
Germans, men and women alike. 


When the show was over, they 


Austed us up on deck and put us tfl 
work throwing the salt pork and cnn- 
ned goods Into two German mine-lay- 
ers. 
While we were at it, a Danish 


patrol boat came out and tied along- 
side us, and some of her officers came i 
aboard and saw us. They knew we! 
were prisoners-of-war, and they knew [ 
that a vessel carrying prisoners-of-. 
war must not remain In neutral wa-| 
ters for over twenty-four hours, but 
they did not say anything about it | 
- That night two men named Barney 
Hill and Joyce, the latter a gunner 
from the Mount Temple, sneaked up 
on deck and aft to the poop deck. 
There was a pair of wooden stairs 
leading to the top of the poop deck, 
and Joyce and Hill lifted it and got 
it over the side with a rope to it. The 
two of them got down into the water 
all right, but Joyce let out a yell be- 
cause the water was so cold, and a 
German patrol boat heard him and 
flashed a searchlight. They picked up 
Joyce right away, but Barney waa 
making good headway and was almost 
free when they dragged him in. They 
beat them up on the patrol boat, and 
when they put them back on the 
Yarrowdale Badewitz beat them up 
some more and put them in irons. 
Then he began to shoot at their feet 
with his revolver, and he had a sailor 
stand by to hand him another revol- 
ver when the first oae was empty. 
Then he would gash their faces with 
the barrel of the revolver and shout, 
"I'm Badewitz. 
I'm the man who 


fooled the English," and shoot at them 
some more. 
' 


All the while the sailors were cele- 


brating, drinking and eating, and yell- 
Ing, as usual, and the whistles on all 
tne German ships were blowing, and 
they were having a great fest. After 
about thirty hours we left, being es- 
corted by a mine-layer and a mine- 
sweeper. I asked a German garby if 
that was the whole German navy, and 
he looked surprised and did not know 
I was kidding him, and said no. Then 
I said, "So the English got all the rest, 
did they?" and be handed me one in 
the mouth with his bayonet hflt, so 1 
quit kidding him.

We saw rows and rows of mines, 


and the German sailors pointed out 
what they said were H. 1L SS. Lion 
and Nomad, but I do not know wheth- 
er they were the same ones that were 
in the Jutland battle or not Finally 
we landed at Swinemunde just as the 
bells were ringing the old year out 
and the new year in. We were a fine 
bunch of blackbirds to hand the kaiser 
for a New Tear's present, believe me. 


They mustered us tip on deck, and 


each of us got a cup of water for our 
New Year's spree. Then we saw w« 
were in for it, and all hope gqne, but 
we were glad to be released from om 
hole, because we had been prisoner! 
since December 10—three days on th« 
Moewe and eighteen on the Yarrow- 
dale—and the coal was not any coftei 
than when we first sat oo It. 


So we began singing, "Pack up youi 


troubles in your old kit bag and smile, 
boys, smile. What's the use of worry. 
ing? It's never worth while," and sq 
forth. They made us shut up, but not 
before we asked ourselves If we were 
downhearted, and everybody yelled 
"No!" 


And that Is how we gave our re- 


gards to Swinemunde.

CHAPTER XVIII. 


"Pack Up Your Trouble*.* 


We arrived at Swinemunde, on the 


cast bank, and after we had had out 
drink of water and had been rousted 
back Into the bunkers, Badewitz went 
across to the west side hi a launch 
with Joyce and Hill and a guard of 
sailors. They were to be shot the 
next morning, with some others, at a 
public shooting-fest. The rest of ns 
wrapped ourselves in lumps of coal as 
best we could and tried to sleep. 


In the morning crowds of Germans 


came aboard us and were turned 
loose on the boxes In the hold. It 
was a sight to see them rip off the 
covers and gobble the salami and oth- 
er stuff that we carried. Table man- 
ners are not needed when there is'no 
table, I guess, bat If you bad seen 
them, you would say these Germans 
did not even have trough manners. 1 
have seen hogs that were more fin- 
icky. 


While they were at It hand to hand 


with the chow, giving and receiving 
terrible punishment, we 
prisoners 


were mustered on deck, counted, 
kicked onto tugs and transferred to 
the west bank, where the mob was 
waiting for us. My wounds, as you 
can Imagine, ware In a pretty bad

state by this time, and were getting 
more painful every minute, so that I 
found I was getting ugly and anxious 
for aa argument. I knew that if I 
Stayed this way I would probably 
never come out alive, for there is 
every chance you could want to pick 
a quarrel while you are a prisoner 
that will mean freedom for you—but 
only the freedom of going west, which 
I was not anxious to try. 
\ 


When" we got near the west bank, 


on the tugs, we could see that we were 
up against a battle with our arms tied. 
Over half the crowd was women and 
children, I should say, and the rest 
were laborers and old civvies, and re- 
serve soldiers, and roughnecks gen- 
erally. We could see the spit experts 
—the spit snipers, deployed* to the 
front, almost. 


As we went ashore, the bombard- 


ment began, and we were not only 
under fire of spit, if you could call It 
that, but also of rocks and wttles and 
sticks and most anything that could 
be thrown. 


All this time, "lest you forget," we 


had no shoes, and no clothing—only 
what had once been our underwear. 
It is all right to be a Coney Island 
snowbird and pose around in your 
bathing suit in the drifts, because you 
are in good condition, and last but not 
least, because you do not have to do 
it. 
Figure out the other side of It 


for yourself.- 


They marched us into a field where 


there was nothing much but guns and 
ammunition and snow, and set us up 
in something like skirmish formation. 
We stood there for some time, and 
then we saw a lot of Huns with the 
new long rifles coming toward us, 
yelling just as they did in battle, and 
\:e thought sure we were being used 
for practice targets. It Is a good 
thing they halted and stopped yelling 
when they did, or we would have 
started for them to fight it out, for 
we were not the kind that likes to be 
butchered with hands in the air, and 
we would have been glad for a chance 
to get a few of them before they got 
us. But they did halt, and then sur- 
rounded us, and drilled us away 
through swamps and woods and shal- 
low water or slush. The women fol- 
lowed, too, and there were plenty of 
bricks and spit left Women as well 
as men are the same the world over, 
they say. 
I wonder? You can Just 


picture the women of, say, Rockland, 
Me., following a crowd of German 
prisoners that way, can't you? Not I 
But of course the women of Rockland 
are pretty crude—no knltur at all— 
and Gott never commissioned Presi- 
dent Wilson to take the lid off the 
Btrafe pot for him. 


They drilled us along the docks, and 


It looked as though the whole German 
navy was tied up at Swinemunde. 
We saw many of the ships we had 
heard about, among them being the 
famous Vulcan, the mother-ship for 
submarines. There were many sail- 
ors loafing along the docks, and they 
gave the women a hand with their 
days' work. They were no better with 
a brick, but they had more ammunition 
when It came to spitting. One of them 
tripped a young boy by the name of 
Kelly, and as you would never doubt, 
Kelly picked up a rock and crashed 
the sailor with it He was then bay- 
oneted twice in the left leg. We be- 
gan singing then, our popular favorite, 
"Pack up your troubles," etc, and 
when they heard us, how the swine 
stared 1 


Then they drilled us past the Ger- 


man soldiers" quarters. The men were 
at rifle practice, and I guess all of us 
thought how bandy we would be aa 
targets. But when we got near them, 
they quit practicing and crowded 
around us yelling: "'Raus! ZuruckT 


Finally we got to .the top of the 


hill, and were baited near the bar- 
racks while an officer read the mar- 
tial law of Germany to us. At least 
we thought maybe that was It 


Finally they let us Into the bar- 


racks, and the first thing we saw was 
a great pile of hay. That looked good 
to us, nod we made a rush and dived 
Into It But the Huns told us to take 
the hay and throw it in the middle of 
the road. They had to use force be- 
fore we would do it Finally we gave 
In, however, and started to carry It 
out. Some of the young boys wen 


crying, and 1 do 
not blame them 


much. 


But one of the boys tried to hlda 


potne of the hay behind a box and wa| 
caught doing It, and two sentrle* 
clouted him from one end of the bar* 
racks to the other. His nose wal 
broken and his face mashed to a jelly. 
But there was nothing we could do, 
BO we just wandered up and down the 
barracks, about as we did between 
decks on the Moewe, trying to keep 
warm. 


While this marathon wag on wq 


heard a whistle blown very loudly, 
and when we looked out we saw a 
wagon piled up with old tin cans. 
Then we were told to form single file^ 
walk out to the wagon and each get a, 
can for himself. Each man had tq 
take the first can he laid his hands 
on, and many of us got rusty ones with 
holes In them. So that about half an 
hour later, when we received barley, 
coffee, and all we had to drink it from 
was the cans, lots of the men had to 
drink theirs almost In one gulp or lose 
half of it. 


The barracks were very dirty and 


emelled horribly, and the men were 
still not even half clothed. We all 
looked filthy and smelled that way, 
and where the coal dust had rubbed 
off, we were very pale. And all of ua 
were starved looking. 


About eleven o'clock that morning 


the whistle blew again, and we came 
out and were given an aluminum 
spoon and a dish apiece. 
Then we 


cheered up and saw corned beef and 
cabbage for ourselves. An hour latet 
they drilled us through the snow to 
the kuche. When we got there w« 
stood in line until at least half-past 
twelve, and then the Germans shoub 
ed: "Nlchts zu essen." But we did, 
not know what that meant, so we just 
hung around there and waited. Theq 
they started shouting, "Zuruckl Zu« 
ruck!" and drove us back to the bar- 
racks. 


Later we heard the words" "nlchta 


en essen!" so often that we thought 
probably they meant "no eats." Wq 
had our reasons for thinking so, too, 
Those 
words, and "zuruck" and 


'"raus," were practically all we did 
hear, except, of course, various kinds 
of schwelnhunde. 


It.was awful to see the men when 


we got back to the barracks. Some of; 
the boys from the Georglc, not much, 
over twelve years old, were almost 
crazy, but even the older men werq 
crying, many of them. It was nothing 
but torture all the time. They opened 
all the windows and doors in the bar- 
racks, and then we could not heat the 
room with our bodies. When we start- 
ed to move around, to keep warm, they 
fired r. few shots at us. 
I do not 


know whether they hit anyone or not; 
we had-got so that we did not pay any 
attention to things like that. But it 
stopped us, and we had to stand still. 
The Huns thought we would take the ' 
rifles from the sentries and use them, 
too. 


I never saw a yellower bunch of 


people in my life. I do not mean peo- 
ple. I wish I could publish what I 
really mean. 


We had stoves in the barracks, but 


no coal or wood to burn. There were 
many boxes piled up there, but they 
belonged to the Germans. We would 
have burned them if we could, but 
the Germans made us carry them 
across the road. They weighed about 
150 pounds apiece, and we were so 
weak that It was all two men could do 
to budge them. And we had to carry 
them; they would not let us roll them. 
We were so cold and hungry that even 
that exercise did not warm us. 


About 2:30 the whistle blew again, 


and the Huns picked out a few men 
and took them down the road. We 
-could not figure out why, but they 
came back about three o'clock, all of 
them with bread In their arms. They 
were chewing away on It when they 
had a chs-'iTa. Whenever the sentries

At first we were milling around try- 


Ing to get out from under the hatch 
openings und the shower of spit, but 
some Limey 'officer sang out, "Brit- 
ishers all! Don't give way!" und we 
stood still and let them spit their 
damned German lungs out before we 
would move for them, and some Cor» 
nlshmen began singing their song 
about Trelawney. 
So we made out 


that we did not know such a thing as 
a German ever lived. 


We got better acquainted with Ger- 


man spitting later on, and believe me, 
they are great little spitters, not much 
on distance or accuracy, but quick in 
action and well supplied with ammu- 
nition. 
Spitting on prisoners is the j 


favorite indoor and outdoor sport for 
Germans, men and women alike. 


When the show was over, they 


Arasted us up on deck and put us to 
work throwing the salt pork and can- 
ned goods Into two German mine-lay- 
ers. While we were at it, a Danish! 
patrol boat came out and tied along-[ 
side us, and some of her officers came, 
aboard and saw us. -fThey knew we] 
were prisoners-of-war, and they knew] 
that a vessel carrying prisoners-of-! 
war must not remain in neutral wa-j 
ters for over twenty-four hours, but 
they did not say anything about it. 
! 


That night two men named Barney 


Hill and Joyce, the latter a gunner 
from the Mount Temple, sneaked up 
on deck and aft to the poop deck. 
There was a pair of wooden stairs 
leading to the top of the poop deck, 
and Joyce and Hill lifted it and got 
it over the side with a rope to it. The 
two of them got down into the water 
all right, but Joyce let out a yell be- 
cause the water was so cold, and a 
German patrol boat heard him and 
flashed a searchlight. They picked up 
Joyce right away, but Barney was 
making good headway and was almost 
free when they dragged him in. They 
beat them up on the patrol boat, and 
when they put them back on the 
Yarrowdale Badewitz beat them up 
some more and put them in irons. 
Then he began to shoot at their feef 
with his revolver, and he had a sailor 
stand by to hand him another revol- 
ver when the first ome was empty. 
Then, he would gash their faces with 
the barrel of the revolver and shout, 
"I'm Badewitz. 
I'm the man who 


fooled the English," and shoot at them 
some more.

We saw rows and rows of mines, 


and the German sailors pointed out 
what they said were H. M. SS'. Lion 
and Nomad, but I do not know wheth- 
er they were the same ones that were 
In the Jutland battle or not 
Finally 


we landed at Swinemunde just as the 
bells were ringing the old year out 
and the new year in. We were a fine 
bunch of blackbirds to hand the kaiser 
for a New Tear's present, believe me 


They mustered us up on deck, and 


each of us got a cup of water for our 
New Tear's spree. Then we saw we 
were in for it, and all hope gone, bnl 
we were glad to be released from oui 
hole, because we had been prisoners 
since December 10—three days on ths 
Moewe and eighteen on the Yarrow- 
dale—and the coal was not any coftet 
than when we first sat on It. 


So we began singing, "Pack up youi 


troubles In your old kit bag and smile, 
boys, smile. What's the use of worry- 
ing? It's never worth while," and so 
forth. They made us shut up, but nol 
before we asked ourselves If we were 
downhearted, and everybody yelled 
"Xo!"

We arrived at Swinemunde, on the 


east bank, and after •we bad bad oat 
drink of water and bad been rousted 
back Into the bankers, Badewitz went 
across to the west side In a launch 
with Joyce and Hill and. a guard of 
sailors.

the west bank, where the mob was 
waiting for us. My wounds, as yon 
can imagine, were In a pretty bad

etate by this time, and were getting 
more painful every minute, BO that I 
found I was getting ugly and anxious 
for an argument. I knew that if I 
stayed this way I would probably 
never come out alive, for there is 
every chance you could want to pick 
a quarrel while you are a prisoner 
that will mean freedom for you—but 
only the freedom of going west, which 
I was not anxious to try. 


When we got near the west bank, 


on the tugs, we could see that we were 
up against a battle with our arms tied. 
Over half the crowd was women and 
children, I should say, and the rest 
were laborers and old civvies, and re- 
serve soldiers, and roughnecks gen- 
erally. We could see the spit experts 
—the spit snipers, deployed to the 
front, almost. 


As we went ashore, the bombard- 


ment began, and we were not only 
tinder fire of spit, if yon could call It 
that, but also of rocks and bottles and 
sticks and most anything that could 
be thrown. 


All this time, '3est you forget," we 


had no shoes, and no clothing—only 
what had once been our underwear. 
It Is all right to be a Coney Island 
snowbird and pose around in your 
bathing suit in the drifts, because you 
are in good condition, and last but not 
least, because you do not have to do 
It. 
Figure out the other side of It 


for yourself. 


They marched us into a field where 


there was nothing much but guns and 
ammunition and snow, and set us up 
In something like skirmish formation. 
We stood there for some time, and 
then we saw a lot of Huns with the 
new long rifles coming toward us, 
yelling just as they did in battle, and 
Are thought sure we were being used 
for practice targets. 
It is a good 


thing they halted and stopped yelling 
when they did, or we would have 
started for them to fight it out, for 
we were not the kind that likes to be 
butchered with hands in the air, and 
we would have been glad for a chance 
to get a few of them before they got 
us. But they did halt, and then sur- 
rounded us, and drilled us "away 
through swamps and woods and shal- 
low water or slush. The women fol- 
lowed, too, and there were plenty of 
bricks and spit left. Women as well 
as men are the.same the world over, 
they say. I wonder? You .can just 
picture the women of, say, Rockland, 
Me., following a crowd of German 
prisoners that way, can't you? Notl 
But of course the women of Rockland 
are pretty crude—no kultur at all— 
and Gott never commissioned Presi- 
dent Wilson to take the lid off the 
strafe* pot for him. 


They drilled us along the docks, and 


It looked as though- the whole German 
navy was tied up at Swinemunde. 
We saw many of the ships ^ve bad 
heard about, among them being the 
.famous Vulcan, the mother-ship for 
submarines. There were many sail- 
ors loafing along the docks, and they 
gave the women a hand with their 
days' work. They were no better with 
a brick, but they had more ammunition 
•when It came to spitting. One of them 
tripped a young boy by the name of 
Kelly, and as yon would never doubt, 
Kelly picked up a rock and crashed 
the sailor with it 
He was then* bay- 


oneted twice In the left leg. We be- 
gan singing then, our popular favorite, 
"Pack up your troubles," etc, and 
•when they heard us, how the swine 
stared! 


Then they drilled as past the Ger- 


man soldiers' quarters. The men were 
at rifle practice, and I guess all of as 
thought how handy we would be as 
targets. Bat when we got near them, 
they quit practicing and crowded 
around as yelling: M'Raasl ZuruckJ" 


Finally we got to the top of the 


bill, and were halted near the bar- 
racks while an officer read the mar- 
Hal law of Germany to us. At least 
we thought maybe that was It 


Finally they let as Into the bar- 


racks, and the first thing we saw was 
a great pile of hay. That looked good 
to as, and we made a rash and dived 
Into it But the Hans told as to take 
the bay and throw it in the middle of 
the road. They had to ase force be- 
fore we would do It Finally we gave 
In, however, and started to carry U 
oat 
Some of the young boys were 


crying, and l do 
not blaiuo them 


much. 


But one of the boys tried to hldq • 


•ome of the hay behind a box and waq 
caught doing It, and two sentrM 
clouted him from one end of the ban 
racks to the other. 
His nose wa* 


broken and his face muehed to a Jelly, 
But there was nothing we could do, 
so we just wandered up and down th« 
barracks, about as we did 'between 
decks on the Moewe, trying to keep 
warm. 
A 


While this marathon was on wq 


heard a whistle blown very loudly, 
and when we looked oat we saw a 
wagon piled up with old tin cans. 
Then we wc-rq told to form single file, 
wulk out to the wagon and each get q 
can for himself. 
Each man bad tq 


take the first can he laid his hands 
on, and .many of us got rusty ones with 
holes In them. So that about half at) 
hour later, when we received barley, 
coffee, and all we had to drink it from 
was the cans, lots of the men had ta 
drink theirs almost In one gulp or lose 
half of It. 


The barracks were very dirty and 


smelted horribly, and the men were 
still not even half clothed. We all 
looked filthy and smelled that way, 
and where the cool dust had rubbed 
• 


off, we were very pale. And all of ua 
were starved looking. 


About eleven o'clock that morning 


the whistle blew again, and we came 
out and were grven an aluminum 
spoon and a dish apiece. 
Then we ' 


cheered up and saw corned beef and 
cabbage for ourselves. An hour latei 
they drilled us through the snow to 
the kuche. .When we got there w« 
stood in line until at least half-past 
twelve, and then the Germans shout* 
ed: "Nlchts zu essen." But we die) 
not know what that meant, so we just 
hong around there and waited. Then, 
they started shouting, "Zuruck! Zu< 
ruck!" and drove us back to the bar- 
racks. 


Later we heard the words "nlchta 


eu essen!" so often that we thought 
probably they meant "no eats." Wq 
had our reasons for thinking jso, too, 
Those 
words, and 
"zuruck" and 


'"raus," were practically all we did 
hear, except, of course, various kladl 
of schweinhunde. 


It was awful to see the men when 


we got back to the barracks. Some of 
the boys from the Georglc, not much, 
over twelve years old, were almost 
crazy, but even the older men were, 
crying, many of them. It was nothing 
but torture all the time. They opened 
all the windows and doors in the bar« 
racks, and then we could not heat the 
room with our bodies. When we start- 
ed to move around, to keep warm, they 
fired r. few shots at us. I do not 
know whether they hit anyone or not; 
we had got so that we did not pay any _ 
attention to things like that But It" 
stopped us, and we had to stand still. 
The Huns thought we would take the 
rifles from the sentries and use them, 
too. 


I nevet saw a yellower bunch, of ^ 


people in my life. I do not mean peo> ; 
pie. I wish I could publish what'I 
really mean. 


We had stoves In the barracks, but 


no coal or wood to burn. There were 
many boxes piled up there, but they 
belonged to the Germans. We would 
have burned them If we could, but 
the Germans made us carry them 
across the road. They weighed about 
150 pounds apiece, and we were so 
weak that it was all two men could do 
to budge them. And we had to carry 
them; they would not let us roll them. 
We were so cold and hungry, that even 
that exercise did not warm us. 


About 2:30 the whistle blew again, •' 


and the Huns picked out a few men 
and took them down the road. We 
could not figure out why, but they 
came back about three o'clock, all of 
them with bread In their arms. They 
were- chewing away on it when they 
had a cb^.-.'S. "Whenever the sentries

man sword. "Unless we do all this," 
be declared, "we shall have failed in 
making the liberty of well-behaved 
civilized peoples secure, and we shall 
have shown that our announcement 
above making the world safe for de- 
mocracy was an empty boast." 


"These are the tasks set us as 


regards winning the war and ending 
the war," he continued. 
"Therefore, 


the man elected this fall should not 
only be absolutely loyal but possessed 
of broad" vision, sound common sense, 
high character, and unyielding resolu- 
tion; for they must grapple witii tre- 
mendous international questions. A 
timid man, a half-hearted pacifist, or 
a foolish visionary, may do as incal- 
culable harm as the demagogue or 
conscienceless political trickster. And 
of course no disloyal man and no 
man of merely luke-warm loyalty 
should be chosen, no matter what 
the ticket on which he runs." 


Looking forward to "the giant tasks 


of peace," Colonel Roosevelt said 
there must be universal obligatory 
military training. 
"Such training," 


be declared, "would Instill into our 
people a fervent and intense Ameri- 
canism which would forever free us 
from the menace of Bolshevism and 
all its American variety, from the 
frank homicidal march of the I. W. 
W. to the sinister anti-Americanism 
of the Germanized Socialistic party." 


While there will be peculiar need 


for supervision of a big business after 
the war, the colonel said, business 
men should be permitted to co- 
operate and combine, and business 
should not be penalized merely be- 
cause of its siz<v Government own- 
ership should !>'• avoided wherever 
possible, he declared.
